A public hearing will be held 
October 14, on plans by the Yorba 
Linda County Water District to 
detach 10 acres of district land south 
of the Santa Ana River. 

General Manager Ralph Shook 
said the hearing will be held at 9 
a.m. in the district board room at 
4622 Plumosa St. 

‘‘We're proposing to detach the 
land from the water district because 
we're not providing services to the 
area, the city of Anaheim is,’’ Shook 
explained. 

‘‘For that reason, we're proposing 
to take the area out of our 
boundaries and off our tax rolls.”’ 
The area in question contains a 
residential subdivision and is within 
the Anaheim city limits. 

The proposal has been under 
study for a year. The 10-acre area 
has been in the Yorba Linda tract 
since 1911, Shook said.

Ana River, it was_ reported, 
identified by the Corps as the ‘‘worst 
potential flood threat west of the 
Mississippi.”’ 

Ultimate cost of the project has 
been estimated at 750 million dollars 
but eliminates the threat of a 3.6 
billion dollar potential loss in 
Orange County alone. 

In taking the action authorizing 
the bill, including the Santa Ana 
River project, Congress shortened 
the time frame to eventual 
completion of protective works by 
2-5 years. Figures furnished by the 
Orange County Flood Control 
District indicate savings to the 
county of approximately 73 million 
dollars per year for the lower river 
alone. 

Under normal processing, without 
the Congressional action, the project 
would not expect to reach Congress 
for at least another year with no 
action probable for at least two more 
years. 

Every member of the Congres- 
sional delegations from the three 
counties has actively worked for the 
project in the House of Representa- 
tives with Senators Cranston and 
Tunney supporting it on the Senate 
side.

‘It is my view that we in North 
Orange County are confronted with 
a serious situation. To take no 
individual action at this time will 
assure the eventual development of 
a major jet airport the size of Los 
Angeles International Airport in the 
Chino Hills within three miles of the 
Yorba Linda City Hall!!!!" 

This salvo was fired by Mayor 
Henry Wedaa in a_ prepared 
statement at a press conference last 
week in regards to the latest 
developments in the continuing 
battle over the proposed Chino Hills 
Airport. 

The Yorba Linda city official has 
been in the forefront of the fight to 
prevent the airport from becoming a 
reality. Recently he teamed with 
Supervisor Ralph Diedrich to beat 
back another bid by airport 
- proponents. They are members of 
the executive committee of the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG). 

Wedaa had warned that a new 
Airport and Airway Development 
Act would give proponents of the 
airport another.avenue to pursue in 
their relentless quest. President 
Ford signed the bill. 

Almost immediately, the Inter- 
County Airport Authority filed a new 
application to conduct an airport 
study. This would be done by the 
Secretary of Transportation. 

According to Wedaa: *‘Under the 
present ground rules, this study will 
likely be approved. If it is approved 
and  an_ airport subsequently 
developed, all of North Orange 
County residents will have their way 
of life completely altered by the 
impact of a major jet airport.” 

Wedaa quoted $52,500 as the 
initial cost of the study, all but 
$5,250 being paid by the federal 
government. Advocate cities of 
Chino, Stanton, Santa Ana and 
Garden Grove would chip in for the 
latter amount. But, Wedaa warned, 
‘This is only the beginning!! Total 
expenditure during the complete 
study will be about $1,000,000!"’

several Orange County cities and 
groups, including labor organiza- 
tions. 

To combat the latest airport 
threat, Wedaa called for opposition 
to the study but, more importantly, 
giving support to an alternate plan. 

That plan is a discussion between 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors and the Los Angeles 
Department of Airports relating to 
the ‘‘creation of a Southern 
California Airport Authority.’’ 
Other counties will be asked to take 
similar actions, Wedaa revealed. 

He described the study as 
‘‘similar to that proposed by the 
ICAA except that they (Department 
of Airports) plan to take a regional 
view in the study rather than the 
narrow Orange County view 
proposed by ICAA. I propose that 
we in North Orange County support 
this ‘to be proposed’ regional 
study.”’ 

Wedaa admitted that the regional 
study could include the Chino Hills 
area. However, he pointed to the 
proximity of Ontario International 
Airport, ‘‘only 14 air miles from the 
proposed Chino Hills Airport’’, the 
clogging of the flight path into LAX, 
causing re-routing over many 


Orange County cities. 

Letters to elected representatives 
were urged by Wedaa to oppose the 
ICAA study bid. He said the letters 
should be sent to city councils 
‘requesting their opposition’’, the 
same to boards of supervisors in 
Orange, San Bernardino and 
Riverside Counties; to SCAG, 
officers of the Federal Aviation 
Administration, Department of 
Transportation and elected officials 
at the national, state and county 
levels. 

Wedaa also reminded that there is 
a local organization, PATCH, which 
can be contacted and worked with in 
opposition to the airport. The phone 
number is 524-7811. 

Wedaa explained his expertise on 
the subject as stemming from his 
work in preparing environmental 
impact reports for both Los Angeles 
and Ontario International Airports. 

The mayor explained that the 
airport location would be just north 
of the Water District facility on 
Fairmont. City Administrator Art 
Simonian predicted that the airport 
would have an_ environmental 
impact on Yorba Linda and cause 
diversion of street building funds 
from local projects to airport access 
roads through the city.

This united effort resulted in the 
Water Resources Committees of 
both Houses taking positive action in 
taking the matter through Congress 
in a very short time. 

The Congressional effort resulted 
in a large degree from the efforts of 
elected county and city officials. The 
Santa Ana River Flood Protection 
Agency came into being less than 
two years ago when the Board of 
Supervisors accepted Chairman 
Ralph Diedrich’s proposal that a 
united effort could be effective. 

Since that time, Supervisors 
Diedrich and Clark's efforts as 
Commissioners have been augmen- 
ted by mayors and councilmen of 
sixteen Orange County cities 
including Yorba Linda, and recently 
a representative of the Orange 
County Water District. 

In one of its most recent actions 
the Agency early in August 
coordinated testimony of a group of 
elected officials before the Senate 
Water Resources Subcommittee of 
the Public Works Committee. 

Testimony before the Committee 
was furnished by Chairwoman of the 
Agency, Harriett Wieder, mayor of 
Huntington Beach, Supervisor 
Robert Townsend of San Bernardino 
County, Board Chairman Donald 
Shroeder of Riverside County, and 
Orange County Board Chairman 
Ralph Diedrich. The group of 12 
officials was introduced to the 
committee and its purposes 
endorsed by Senator Alan Cranston 
and also endorsed by Senator 
Tunney. 

In its passage through Congress a 
stumbling block developed as the 
two houses approved different 
measures. Coordinated efforts on 
the part of Congressmen from the 
three counties resulted in the House 
version being changed September

This version was accepted by the 
Senate in conference committee only 
a few hours before Congress 
adjourned. Final passage of the bill 
by both houses came in the waning 
moments of the second session of 
the 94th Congress early last 
Saturday morning. 

Board Chairman Ralph Diedrich 
noted that authorization, while a 
major hurdle, does not end the need 
for local efforts as funding must be 
secured from the next Congress if 
construction is to be authorized in 
two years.

Councilmen agreed to take public 
input at their next meeting. 

Nearly one hundred people 
showed up, many speaking on one 
side of the issue or the other (the 
‘cons’ won, countwise); some of the 
presentations were admittedly, a bit 
emotional. 

Now comes the rub. The Council 
later decided, apparently on the 
basis of that public input, to drop the 
project. In announcing _ their 
decision, two Councilmen had some 
very nasty comments about the 
citizens who had taken them up on 
their request for community input on 
this matter. Those comments, I fear 
tell little about the issue, but much 
about the men who uttered them. 
Consider the following: 

1. Opposition to the Council's 
plans was called ‘‘ignorant, 
uninformed’’, and, by inference, 
“‘undemocratic’’. One has to 
wonder where the Councilmen 
come by such wisdom that they 
could so easily dismiss the 
remarks of so many of their 
constituents. 

It cannot, as is often the case, 
be said that this issue was too 
technical for public understand- 
ing-quite the contrary. It is just 
the kind of question that should 
and must be decided by the 
citizens of an area. 

The citizens who spoke against 
the project were called a 
“KANGAROO Court’, led 
(whatever that means) by one 
local resident who had a 
‘‘political, self-serving interest’’ 
in killing the plans. 

Strong words. Especially when 
directed at members of a 
community who took their time to 
come and speak with their leaders 
about an issue of importance to 
them. Ex-Councilman, Rudy 
Castro, who got the biggest blast 
from the current Council, 
presumably because he spoke 
first and because he threatened 
recall if the Council did not 
reconsider their action, hardly 
deserved such treatment; unless, 
of course, it is wrong to feel 
strongly about a local issue and to 
work within the remedies 
provided by law to influence its 
outcome. 

3. The Councilmen claimed 
that they were ‘subjected’ to the 
views of a ‘very small minority’ of 
the populace. 

Heavens! How can local 


governmental leaders, about to 
make a major decision with 
far-reaching consequences to 
both this and future generations, 
call listening to their constit- 
tuents, being ‘subjected’? More- 
over, by what crystal ball can 
these gentlemen divine that what 
they heard was a‘very small 
minority’? 

I was there, I spoke and | 
frankly don’t know where the 
majority stands on the issue. 
The public utterances of these two 

Councilmen indicate, at least to me. 
that they are sadly lacking in a basic 
understanding of how the Democr- 
atic process is supposed to operate 
at the local level. They obviously are 
well founded in the way it usually 
does work and have confused the 
two. 

Unless they are concerned enough 
to seek a clearer understanding of 
the respective roles of citizens and 
their leaders, they are, no matter 
how well-intentioned, dangerous 
men who bear watching as closely on 
all issues as they have been watched 
on this one.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA 
AMENDING SECTION 19-101 OF AND ADDING SECTION 19-105 TO THE CODE 
THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA PERTAINING TO BICYCLES ~ 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Section 19-101 of the Yorba Linda City Code is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 19-101. Definitions. For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following 
ne ee ee ee 
section: 

‘*Bicycle’’ means any device upon which a person may ride which is propelled by 
human power through a system of belts, chains, or gears having either two or three 
wheeis, one of which is at least 20 inches in diameter, or having a frame size of at 
least 14 inches. 

‘*Bike’’ shall, for purposes of this ordinance, mean the same as a Bicycle* 

‘*Bicycle Dealer'’ means any person, firm, partnership, or corporation which is 
engaged, wholly or partly, in the business of selling bicycles, or buying or taking in 
trade bicycles for the purpose of resale, selling or offering for sale, or otherwise 
dealing in bicycles, whether or not such bicycles are owned by such person or entity. 
The term also includes agents or employees of such person or entity. 

**Bicycle Lane’’ or ‘Bike Path’' means a lane for bicycle riders separated from any 
vehicular lanes upon a Roadway and defined for bike riders by appropriate signs and 
markings. 

‘Bicycle Plate’’ means and includes the license tax or decal designated by the 
State of California in accordance with Section 39001 of the California Vehicle Code to 
be permanently affixed to the bicycle and which bears a unique number permanently 
assigned to that bicycle by the State. 

‘Bicycle Route’’ or ‘‘Bike Route’’ means a suggested route of travel for bicycle 
riders. A ‘‘Bicycle Route’’ may offer no physical protection to the bike rider and is 
normally defined for the bicycle rider only by a sign indicating ‘'Bike Route,’ which 
defines a suggested route element of a Bicycle system and provides a certain 
awareness for the motorist that bicycle riders are sharing the roadway. 

SECTION 2. Section 19-105 of the Code of the City of Yorba Linda is hereby added 
to read as follows: 

Section 19-105. Licensing. 

(a) Required. No resident of the City of Yorba Linda shai! operate a bicycle on any 
street, road, highway, or other public property within the City of Yorba Linda unless 
such bicycle is licensed under the provisions of this section and bears a current 
Bicycle Plate attached thereto in accordance with this section. Nonresidents of the 
City of Yorba Linda are not bound by the licensing sections of this section. 

(b) Application. Application for a bicycle license or the renewal thereof shall be 
made upon a form prescribed by the City and shall be made to the Chief of Police or 
his duly authorized representive. 

(c) Issuance; Terms; Records. 

(i) Upon receipt of a proper application, including proof of ownership, the Chief of 
Police or his duly authorized representative shall issue a license indicia and 
registration form bearing the owner's name, address, telephone number, Bicycle 
Plate number, the bicycle manufacturer, type and frame number and any other 
descriptive material concerning the bicycle deemed necessary by the Chief of Police 
In addition, aiso at the time of licensing, the owner shall be issued his permanent 
Bicycle Plate bearing the unique number permanently assigned to the bicycle by the 
State. The bicycle license shall remain in effect for an intital period expiring 
December 31, 1978. “ 

(ii) The Chief of Police shall keep a record of the number of each license, the date 
issued, the serial number of the bicycle, the Bicycle Plate number, and such other 
information deemed necessary by the Chief of Police. 

(d) Renewal. Bicycle licenses shall be renewed uniformly throughout the State at 
periods not to exceed three years. Renewal of a bicycle license shall be indicated by a 
supplementary adhesive device affixed parallel to and above or below the indicia 
with expiration date shown. 

(e) Attachment and Removal of License: Devices. 

(i) The Chief of Police shall cause the Bicycle Plate to be permanently attached to 
the rear fender or frame of the bicycle in such a position as to be plainly visible, and at 
all times during the period for which the license device ig issued, it shall remain 
attached thereto 

(ii) No person shall remove, destroy or mutilate any Bicycle Plate during the period 
tor which it is issued, except upon a tanster of ownership or in the event the bicycle is 
destroyed by or at the direction of its owner. 

(tf) Transfer of Ownership. Whenever any person selis, trades, disposes of, or 
transfers any bicycle licensed pursuant to the provisions of this section, he shall 
endorse upon the registration form previously issued for such bicycle a written 
transfer of same, setting forth the name, address, and telephone number of the 
tranteree, the date of transter, the signature of the transferor, and shall deliver this 
registration form, so endorsed, to the Chief of Police or his duly authorized 
representative within ten days of the time of transfer. Each bicycle retailer and each 
bicycle dealer shall supply to each purchaser a preregistration form provided by the 
licensing agency and shail include on the sales check or receipt given to the 
purchaser, a record of the following information: name of retailer, address of 
retailer, year and make of the bicycle, serial number of the bicycle if delivered to the 
purchaser in an assembled state, general description of the bicycle, name of 
purchaser, and address of purchaser. A copy of the preregistration form shall be 
filled out and forwarded by the purchaser to the appropriate licensing agency within 
ten days from the date of sale. 

(g) Change of Address. Whenever any bicycle licensee changes his place of 
residence, he shall notify the Chief of Police or his duly authorized representative of 
such change of address within ten days. 

(h) Lost or Stolen Registration Form or Bicycle Plate. In the event that any 
registration form or Bicycle Plate issued pursuant to this section be lost or stolen, the 
licensee of such bicycle shall immediately notify the Police Department and within 
ten days after such notification shall apply to the Police Department for a duplicate 
registration form or Bicycle Plate 

(i) Records. The Police Department shall maintain records of each bicycle licensed 
during the period of the validity of the license or until notification that the bicycle is 
no longer to be operated. Such records shall include but not be limited to, the license 
number, the serial number of the bicycle, the make and type of the bicycle, and the 
name and address of the licensee 

(j) Requirements Imposed on Rental Agencies. A rental agency shall not rent or 
ofter any bicycle for rent unless the bicycle is licensed and a Bicycle Plate is attached 
thereto as provided by this section 

(k) I mpoundment of Unlicensed Bicycles. Bicycles parked or left standing In public 
places, which bear no current Bicycle Plateor which are in any other way in violation 
of this Ordinance may be impounded by the Police Department until such time as the 
owner purchases a license or otherwise complies with this Ordinance
